0 proposition, though, I have two ob- 
Jections, Under the Constitution of the United 
States every man is admitted as free and 
equal. How could thw apply to the Chinese 
and Japanese which here form so important 
a part of our population, and to which your 
country denies the right of naturalization? 
We term the Chinese ‘cheap labor,’ but that 
is comparatively speaking. Though abso- 
lutely necessary to the. plantations of Hawaii 
they are dear labor men when compared with 
the wages paid in other sugar-producing 
countries, such as the Mauritius Islands, Cey- 
lon, and India. To obtain quit claims to 
their contracts and leases in the islands would 
require an immense gum from the United 
States—more, perhaps, than could be balanced 
by the advantages arising froin the possession 
of the wlands. Another and the principal ob- 
jection which I see to this latter proposition 
is the fact that the native Hawaiian element, 
unless guaranteed control of their elections, 
would always be subservient to the prepon- 
derating influence of the combined white or 
foreign element, I venture to say that if two 
petitions were circulated in these islands, one 
for annexation and one for munarchy, the one 
for annexation would not, under a free ex- 
pression of opinion, receive 2,000 signatures.”’ 

Against this statement may be set that of 
Attorney-General Waterhouse, who stated he 
had received today a r from the Governor 
of the Island of Oakaui, which has a large 
native population and is termed Garden 
Islana,’’ saying the natives there are peaceful 
and only wanted “something to eat, whch 
is equivalent to expressing a desire for moro 
labor of a renumerative kind. The Attorney- 
General stated that no results from the visit 
of ee Commissioners to Washington had 

been expected immediately and no election 
would be held, but affsirs would proceed as 
they are. He did not believe the statement 
that Queen Liliuokelani had assented or 
would .assent to the selection of Princess 
Kaiulani as her sueeessor. He did think, 
however, that the Queen would be satisfied to 
relinquish her claims on the granting of a 
pension to her if the Usited States saw fit to 
annex Hawaii. 

Naval Vessels at Rienakesil. 

The British cruiser Garnet arrived Sunday 
from Acapuleo. It was bound to Victoria 
and was to remain here only until April. Its 
commander, Capt. H. Hughes Hallett, knew 
nothing of the revolution which had taken 
piace here until his arrival and is not now 
certain when the Garnet will leave Honolulu. 
The Garnet saluted the Hawaiian flag witn 
twenty-one guns, and Admiral Skerritt, United 
States navy, on board the flagship Mohican 
with thirteen guns, which salute was returned 
by seven guns from the Mohican. Capt. B. 
F. Day of the Mohicans, who came down on 
the steamer to take command of the cruiser 
Boston, has not yet done so, though his or- 


ders to that effect are dated Dec. 24, Capt. 


Wiltse, who is now in command of the white 
eruiser, will not leave here before March 1, 
the Navy Department, it is stated, holding 
that for him to turn over his vessel now would 
be taken as an intimation that the United 
States Government disapproved of his action 
in connection with the landmg of marines 
from the Boston to assist in suppressing the 
revolution.

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Trouble Narrowly Averted— Minister Stev- 
ens Says the Natives Are Satisfied. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., March 6.— [Special.j— 
The schooner Carrier Dove arrived late to- 
night from Honolulu bringing advices up to 
Feb. 18. An incident that occurred on the 
night of Feb. 16 came near resulting in serious 
consequences. A party of sailors from the 
British corvette Garnet were on shore at 
liberty and visited a saloon where a 
number of the United States steamer 
Molrican’s men had assembled. The Britons 
begin to sing Rule Britannia.“ and then made 
sneering remarks about the Yankees and the 
Stars and Stripes. The Americans lined up 
for a fight and but for the interference of a 
petty officer of the Mohican there would have 
been a pitched battle. Asit.was one of the 
American tars drove his fist into the face of a 
Briton, felling him to the floor. A crowd of 
Kanakas had gathered during the dispute 
ready to take a hand in the row- 

Capt. Good, commanding the barracks un- 
der the present military organization, said 
that while there was ‘some question as to 
whether a general uprising of the native 
Hawaiians could be incited, it was not be- 
cause they lacked in bravery, but rather that 
proper leadership was wanting.

SENATORS INSIS® ON ANNEXATION. 


Hawalian Matters Will Be Considered by 
the Cabinet at an Early Day. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., March 6.—[Special. ]— 
President Cleveland will have to give some 
sign of his Hawaiian policy soon. Senators 
who believe in annexation propose to go ahead 
so soon as the committees are reorgapvized 
with the discussion of the treaty negotiated by 
President Harrison. In spite of efforts to work 
up opposition repeated polls show. that two- 
thirds of the Senatorg favor annexation. This 
is true of the new Senate as it was of the old. 
While there are many rumors about Mr. 
Cleveland’s desire to give Don Dickinson or 
some other good friend a commission to visit 
the islands, there is nothing definite yet to show 
that such is his purpose. A Commissioner, if 
he found the provisional government stil! in 
power, could only negotiate with it, for no 
country in the world ever negotiates with an y- 
thing but a de facto government. He could 
not bring back a treaty of annexation which 
would be superior to the present simple and 
direct one, and if the de facto government did 
not want a protectorate, which this country 
certainly would not want, a special Commis- 
sioner would find his mission rather ridicu- 

us. 
. next Princess Kaiulani, with her 
guardian, Mr. Davies, will be here. The strife 
will then begin between the three factions—for 
the Commussioners in behalf of annexation, 
Mr. Newman in the dethroned Queen’s inter- 
ests, and the Princess in the- interest of her 
own claims to the throne.

DEA D HIGHER PAY, 


SWITOHMEN ON ALL LINES ENTER- 
ING OHIOAGO ACT m QONOERT. 


| The Railroads and Terminal Companies 


Receive the New Scale of Hours and 
Waces—These Include Advance Equal 
to 18 Per Cent Without Alteration of 
the Hours or Days in the Wace Month, 
‘with Day’s Pay Every Call—State- 
ment of Position of Both Sides. 


The switchmen of Chicago made formal de- 
mands yesterday on all the roads running into 
the city for an increase of 18 per cent above the 
present scale of wages. Ibis demand covered 
twenty-one trunk lines, as follows: The At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fé, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Chi- 
a Great Western, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, Chicago and Alton, Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, Chicago and Erie, Chicago 
and Grand Trunk, Wisconsin Central, Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, Chicago and 
Western Indiana, Illinois Central, Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern, Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago, Mich» 
gan Central, New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
(Nickel-Plate), Wabash, Fort Wayne, Pan- 
Handle, Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
Some of these lines like the Northwestern have 
four or five lines running into the city, and 
others like the Illinow Central and Chicago 
and Western Indiana have several tenant lines. 
The switehmen's demands cover main and 
tenant lines, about thirty in all, every railway 
line in fact entering the city. 

In addition to the railway companies affect- 
ed by the demand similar action was taken in 
regard to the following private firms: The 
Stock-Yards company, the Pullman company, 
the Iroquois Furnace company of South Chi- 
cago, and the .World’s Fair company. All 
these last named companies employ a great 
number of switchmen, who receive the same 
Ww as those paid by the railroads. 

‘he inerease requested yesterday of the va- 
rious companies is as follows: Day foreman, 
$2 cents an hour; night foreman, 34 cents an 
hour; day helper, 30 cents an hour; night 
helper, 32 cents an hour; the hours per day to 
be the same as at present and the namber of 
days to constitute the month not to 
changed; a full day’s pay is guaranteed any 
erew, day or night, which may be called to do 
yard service, that is, if they are called out and 
work an hour they are to be paid for the full 
day. This requested increase over the present 
rate of wages amounts to five cents an hour, 
50 cents per day, or nearly an 18 per cent ad- 
vance, 

General Managers Promise Action. 


When the demands were presented yester- 
day to the General Managers of the various 
ruads the answer was, with great unanim- 
ity, that they would consider them and 
in a reasonable time make an answer. 
There was nothing in their manner to indicate 
whether they intended granting the demands, 
refusing them, or offering a compromise, But 
the General Managers at a recent meetmg 
pl themselves on record by adopting a 
resolution to the effect that they would not 
now advance the wages of any of their em- 
ployés. In view of this general 
demand of ail employés of one of the 
orders they -may recede from that position. 
A -half-dozen General Managers of rail- 
roads were seen yesterday. They all declared 
their roads could not afford to advance the 
pay of switchmen. 

The Northwestern, none of the general offi- 
Gane which were seen, is placed bes 
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men who belong to the Order of Railway 
Trainmen. The trainmen took the places of 
locked-out switchmen onthe Northwestern 
road during the recent troubles on that sys- 
tem. 

It is said now that the switchmen who are. 
in the Trainmen’s Order are in full» sym- 
pathy with the -switchmen of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association. In 
proof of this it was disclosed last night 
for the first time that the switchmen of the 
Trainmen’s Order on the Northwestern made 
a demand for a raise of wages ten days ago 
and on the company refusing to grant it 
threatened to strike, and as soon as Grand 
Master Wiikinson of the Order of Trainmen 
heard of ithe came to Chicago and put a 
stop to it, saymg, make your demands in con- 
cert. with the switchmen of the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Aid Association. 

The general demand by the switchmen 
brought out also the fact that the unorganized 
switchmen of the Illinois Central and Michi- 
gan Central roads asked recently for a raise 
of wages and then referred their grievances to 
the Switchmen’s union. 


Switchmen’s Position Explained, 


A switchman who was authorized to talk 
for the union said to a reporter for Taz 
Trreuns: “The situation is this: Our 
wages have not been raised since 1881, though 
our work has increased one-third, and all 
other railway employés have had their wages 
raised in that time. The increased number 
of cars and trains we now handle has in- 
creased the danger to life and limb with 
us. Engines are 100 per cent larger, 
and so are the cars. Living expenses are 
higher. We want that mcrease of salary be- 
cause we believe we have earned it. We ask 
it now because we want the matter settled be- 
fore the World’s Fair opens. Weare as good 
friends of the Fair as are railway managers. 
We would not lay astraw in the way of the 
complete success of the World's Fair.“ 

“This means then that you intend to force 
this demand to an issue at once!“ 

„Well. the companies can avoid trouble by 
dealing with us amicably. We intend to take 
no snap judgment on the roads, but we want 
reasonable wages. We will give them a rea- 
sonable time to decide as to giving us our re- 
quests. 

Then what if they deny them?“ 

I have nothing further to say.“ 

The outlook, from.the best information at- 
tainable, is that the General Managers of the 
roads will give their answer to these demands 
about the middle of this week, and if the de- 
mands are not favorable the switchmen will 
strike simultaneously on every road running 
into Chicago between the middle and last of 
this week. It is believed that either side would 
be willing to compromise if the other would 
make the first step in that direction. 

There are 3,500 cars in and around Chicago 
filled with exhibits bound to the World’s Fair, 
and this number will increase as the time ap- 
preaches for the opening of the Fair. 

There are rumors that other classes of rail- 
way employés will go out if the switchmen 
strike, but they cannot as yet be verified, 


SECTION HANDS GO ON STRIKE, 


Employes of the Chicago and Indiana Road 
Object te a Reduction. 

The officials of the Chicago and Indiana 
coal road Thursday notified the section hands 
at the Brazil, Ind., end of the line that a re.

This reduc- 
tion would cut their wages to $1.15 a day, as 
heretofore they have been receiving $1.25.

INSECURE WALLS CLOSELY WATCHED. 


Many Iuspectors Gather About the Ruins 
of the Neufeld Building. 

A wall in any burned building around town 
must now have undisputed credentials to 
stand. About the time that the York stores on 
South Halsted street burned last January the 
big factory building at Fifteenth and Throop 
streets, owned dy N. Neufeld and occupied by 
several concerns, went up in flames. It was a 
cold Sunday night. The walls were covered 
thickly with ice. They were out of plum) 
and threatened to fall at the firstthaw. A 
water tank, with a capacity of 5,000 gal- 
lons, stood twenty feet above the roof, 
supported by an unsubstantial wall. 
Directly above the elevator shaft was another 
tank of equal capacity. The Building In- 
epectors came around and Mr. Neufeld re- 
ceived the customary formal notice to take 
down all dangerous walls. That was all the 
department did. When the owner got around 
to begin rebuilding he took down such walls 
as were dangerous to his workmen. The 
night the York wall collapsed, killing sever 
people, the wind loosened large stretches 
of the wall in the Neufeld building. 
Fortunately the buildmg stood some 
distanco from any dwelling. The 
next day after the York accident the 
Building Inspectors were thick around the 
corner of Fifteenth and Throop streets. 
Under threat of legal proceedings the danger- 
ous walls were secured until pulled down. 
Yesterday the last of the more dangerous 
parts were leveled. Inspectors were present 
to see that there was none left standing.

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| KILLS WIFE AND SELF 


FRANK EOK’S RAZORS END TWO 


Because Mrs. Eck Would Neither Live 
With Nor Support Him the Enraged 
and Jealous Husband Almost Severs 
Her Head from the Body and Tien Cuts 
His Own Throat—Frightfal Scene in 
Room 51, Stafford’s Hotel, with but One 
Witness—W, C. Savidge’s Suicide, 

Because she refused to live with him Frank 
Eck murdered his wife Fanny and then 
killed himself at Stafford’s Hotel, Van Buren 
street and Pacific avenue, at 6 o'clock last 
night. , 

The couple formerly lived in Wichita, Kas. 
and had been married six years. Eck appears 
to have been a lazy, disreputable fellow, who 
was unwilling to support his wife. Mrs, Eck 
left Wichita and her husband two weeks ago, 
and, coming to Chicago, obtained work as a 
cham bermaid at Stafford’s Hotel. In some way 
Eck learned his wife's whereabouts and a few 
days later followed her here. Several stormy 
interviews followed between the pair. Eck 
frequently threatened his wife’s life and on 
one occasion choked her into insensibility 
before he was pulled away by some of the 
house attachés. After this occurrence Mrs. 
Eck begged the manager of the hotel to keep 
her husband out of the house, and it was 
promised that this should be done, 

Their Fatal Interview. 

In some way, however, Etk obtained 
entrance to the hotel last night and asked 
Amy Decier where his wife was. He was told 
that she was on the second floor and he went 
upstairs. Mrs. Eck and Mrs. Dragon, the 
housekeeper, were standing together in Room 
50 looking dut of the window. Eck passed 
the open door of the room without seeing the 
two women, and entering Room 51 asked 
Lillie Miles, a chambermaid, if she Knew 
where his wife was. Lillie had never seen 
Eek before, but recognizing him from a pho- 
tograph his wife had, called out: 

Fanny, here's your husband. 

Mrs. Eck heard the cry, and, frightened, 
started to leave the room, but was met at the 
door by her husband. He took her quietly by 
the arm, telling her not to be afraid, that he 
only wanted to talk to her. 

Lou let me alone, Frank,“ said Mrs. Eck, 
recoiling. I don't want you to come here at 
all. I haven't anything to give you. 

Won't you even give me a kiss?” said her 
husband, pressing her further into the room. 

The housekeeper had hurried down-stairs to 
call help; just across the narrow hall Lillie 
Miles stood iu a doorway, fascinated by the 
sight. 

Eck said something to his wifé ina rapid 
undertone and she again tried to break away 
from him. Suddenly loosing his hold Eck 
dropped his hands into the side pockets of his 
coat, When they reappeared a razor glittered 
in each. Seeing her danger Mra. Eck tried to 
grapple with her husband, but à vicious slash 
reached her throat, inflicting a slight wound. 

Mrs. Eck’s Futile Call for Help. 

Lillie. Help. He's killing me!” shrieked 
Mrs. Eck. | 

Before Lillie Miles could move, before she 
could scream, Eck sprung at his wife, and 
with a sweep of his left hand buried the razor- 
blade in his wife’s throat. The blade entered 
below the right ear, severing the jugular vein 
m the trunk, 


‘instaatly. ‘Then Eck turned his weapons 
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Standing ic he doorway 22 Miles had 
witnessed all the tragedy. She was helpless 
from terror and only when Eck himself fell 
did she recover enough to cry out, She 
screamed **‘ Murder!” and fainted. 

The Three Bodies in One Room, 

Some one notitied Officer Ralph E. Powell 
of the Central Detail and he hastened up stairs 
to Room 50. Across the threshold lay the 
supposedly lifeless body of Lillie Miles; be- 
hind the bed lay the bodies of Eck and his 
wife, Eck just breathing his last. It was 
thought at first that Lillie Miles was dead 
also and an excited crowd gathered while Dr. 
Gee of No. 279 Clark street examined the 
bodies. Mrs. Eck and her husband were past 
aid, but Lillie Miles was soon revived and 
was able to tell what she had seen. The. 
Coroner took charge of the bodies and will 
hold an inquest this morning. 

Eck was formerly a fireman of Engine 
Company No. 2 in Wichita, but was discharged 
a year ago. He repeatedly beat his wife and 
abused their 3-year-old boy. Placing the 
child in the care of friends Mrs. Eck came to 
Chicago alone. Mrs. Eck is given a good 
character, no cause for her husband’s jealousy

WILLIAM C. SAVIDGE KILLS HIMSELF. 


He Was Due to Go to Work, but When 
Wanted Was Dead in His Bed. 
Wilham C. Savidge of Buffalo, N. I., com- 
mitted suicide in his room at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel early yesterday morning. His 
dead body was lying on the bed, a bullet 
through the heart, and a revolver was on the 
floor near by when one of the porters of the 
hotel effected an entrance to the room by way 
of the transom at 11 o’clock yesterday. Mr. 
Savidge arrived Saturday morning in Chicago 
apparently in good health. Ho called on W.

FAILED OF CONFIRMATION, 


Thirty-six Nominations for Office 
tracked in the Senate. 

Wasurtyeron, D. C., March 6.—There were 
thirty-six nominations sent to the Senate by 
President Harrison during the last session 
that failed of confirmation. Of this number 
one was rejected, that of John V. L. Findlay 
of Maryland to be arbitrator for the United 
States on the Chilean Claims Commission. 
The name of G. M. Lambertson was substi- 
tuted by the President, but no action was 
taken on it by the Senate. 

The most important nomination not sanc- 
tioned by the Senate was that of Benton Han- 
chett of Michigan to be United States Circuit 
Judge for the Sixth Judicial District, to suc- 

Judge Jack: who was confirmed as 
Associate Justice of the United States Su- 
reme Court. For purely political reasons 
mocratic Senators used their infipeuce to 
prevent Mr. Hanchett’s confirmation and suc- 
ceeded. The nearest he came to reachmg the 
goal was in having his nomination favorabl 
reported by the Judiciary committee, whi 
had an impromptu meeting on the floor of 
the Senate during the same executive session 
at which his nomination was referred. 

Three army nominations, all for desirable 
positions, failed for lack of action. One was 
that of Lieut.

There 
is going to be a surprise among them. Senator 
Charles J. Fauikner of West Virginia is to be- 
come Chief of the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals. This is a court created at the session of 
Congress just ended. It is a life officeand a de- 
sirable one fora lawyer. Faulkner has six full 
years ahead of him, but he prefers a life position 
on the bench. He was one of the free silver Sen- 
ators who voted in accordance with Mr, Cleve- 
land’s known wishes for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law. 

Two Popular Democrats. 

The two Democratic Governors that have at- 
tracted more attention than others of like rank 
among the various States are Francis of Missouri 
and Russell of Massachusetts.

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PRAIRIE STATE HELD IN HIGH ES- 
TEEM BY OLEVELAND. 


He Receives Lawler, Palmer, Phelps, and 
Others and Also Hears a World's Fair 
Delegation—“Our Frank” Thinks That 
He Has a Cinch on the Postoffice—Six 
Thousand Persons Shake Hands with 
the New President—Extra Session Not 


Likely to Be Called. 

Wasmiseron, D. C., March 6.—|Special.}— 
Tilinois was decidedly in it” at the White 
House today, and the President gave audience 
to an individual in the person of ex- Congress- 
man Frank Lawler, who wants to be Post- 
master at Chicago, and began the after- 
noon by giving the World’s Fair delega- 
tion a hearing. Among the first to 
climb the golden stairs leading to the Execu- 
tive office was Senator Palmer, convoying 
Delos P. Pheips of Illinois, who would like to 
be Consul-General to London, but who will be 
disappointed. Hardly had these gentlemen 
passed out of the Executive office ere there 
were reinforcements from Illinois, Repre- 
sentative Springer heading a delegation of 
new Congressmen and citizens from his State, 
ali of whom were desirous of paying their re- 
spects to the Chief Magistrate. : 

Singularly enough the first official business 
transacted by the President today was the ac- 
ceptance of a resignation, Judge Gresham 
having put aside his judicial robes to become 
Secretary of State. His resignation was placed 
ia the President’s hands shortly before 10 
o’clock and was promptly accepted. Thus an- 
‘other Lilinois man helped to swell the number 
of Presidential callers, and if today is a fair 
criterion Illinois is quite likely to usurp the 
privilege so long accorded Ohio in its hunt for 
offices for Buckeyes. 

Frank Lawler attracted the most attention 
when he called to see the President. He took 
the precaution to write his name on a card 
with a blue pencil. He was not to be fore- 
stalled by anybody, officials, deiegations, or 
citizens, and he has the proud record of follow- 
ing Judge Gresham’s resignation with the 
first petition for an office under the new 
administration. More than 60,000 names were 
inscribed on his papers, and when he came 
out of the executive office his face was wreath- 
ed in smiles and his air was that of a person 
pretty well satisfied with the outiook. After 
performing his duty in presenting his peti- 
tion Mr. Lawler eetablished himself on picket 


remained until after the Worid’s Fair very a 
tion had seen the President and departed for 
home. 

Vetoed by the Public. 

It was the intention of the President to have 
the forenoon to official callers only, 
although Monday is the day usually sel 
by the occupant of the White House in which 
to be alone for the transaction of personal 
business. But the dear public would have 
none of this arrangen.ent, and about 
10 o’clock they began to assemble under 
the White House porch and clamor for 
admission into the East Room. Thousands of 
strangers had come along way to attend the 
inauguration of Grover Cleveland, and they 
would not listen to anything short of a pres- 
entation and a hand-shake before their return 
home. They wanted something to tell their 
neighbors about their visit to Washington, 
and this was an opportunity not to be slight- 
ed. In consequence of a demand from below 
stairs the President concluded to give up all 
idea of attending to official business, de- 
voted himself for the remainder of the day to 
his constituents. A quarter past 11 o’clock 
found bim in the East Room facmg an ener- 
getic but quiet concourse of people actuated 
by one impulse—to grasp the hand of the 
President and go home satisfied —standing be- 
tween two ushers who, without cessation, im- 
portuned the people to step lively.“ as there 
were hundreds more outside the White House. 

The President went through the pump- 
handle process at the rate of about forty vig- 
orous squeezes to the minute. 

To agroup of newspaper men who ques- 
tioned him as to his general health he replied 
that he was never better. His exposure to the 
elements Saturday had not resulted in any 


harm and he felt equal to the emergency

Unbiased in His Favors. 


No distinction was shown, and rich and 
poor, white and black, pressed forward eager- 
‘ly to shake the outstretched hand of the head 
of the nation, who bore a smile which seemed 
to make every one welcome to the White 
House. Many of the men who had voted 
for Mr. Cleveland did not hesitate to say so 
and to 1 him upon bemg again 
at the old stand and ready for the business 
of the nation. This reception continued until 
1 o’clock, when the doors.were closed tempo- 
rarily to permit the President to have a cun- 
ference with the World's Fair representatives 
up-stairs and to eat luncheon with Mrs. 
Cleveland. Before leaving the east room, 
however, he gave instructions to the 
ushers that the White House doors should 
be reopened to the public at 2 o’clock. At 
that hour a line of people which filled the 
sidewalk from curb to curb extended from the 
main entrance of the Executive Mansion to the 
Corcoran 28 several hundred yards dis- 
tant, and at the lowest estimate fully 6,000 
saw the President at the White House today. 
He did not leave his post until the ushers re- 
ported that the last caller had been admitted 
and presented in the east room. 

Mrs. Cleveland looked on an interested 
spectator from one of the second-story win- 
dows of the Executive Mansion at the im- 
mense crowd which at 2 0’clock for the sec- 
ond time extended to the outer gates waiting 
ad mission to shake hands with the President 
in the East Room. 

From the second-story window, directly 
over the entrance door, under the portico, the 
nurse stood holding Baby Ruth, who evinced 
the ou delight in the crowd, clapping her 
hands and laughing at the attention she created. 
The news that the baby was one of the 
onlookers from the White House windows 
spread rapidly, and many of thdse who, after 
patient waiting had attained a prominent 
place in line, quickly abandoned it in order to 
see the President’s little daughter. 

Later in the afternoon Mrs. Cleveland re- 
ceived calls from those of the Cabinet ladies 
who are still in the city.

FIVE SHIPWRECKEQ SAILORS MISSING. 


Seven of the Crew of the Bark Lady Samp-. 
son Arrive at Honolula Almost Dead. 
San Fnaxcrsco, Cal., March 6.— The schooner 

Witzeman, which arrived today from Hono- 

lulu, brings the following story of the loss of 

the bark Lady Sampson: 

A small boat containing Capt. John Peter- 
son and wife of San Francisco, Second Mate 
Charles Brown, Cabin Boy W. Hayden, 
Cook Frank Villen, and Seamen Everson and 
William Carlson arrived at Honolulu Feb, 13 
bringing intelligence of the loss of the bark 
Lady Sampson, bound from Sydney to Hono- 
lulu with a cargo of coal consigned to Wilder 
& Co. and which Jan. 16 went on a reef forty 
miles south of Palmyra Islands. Those of 
the crew who arrived at Honolulu were ema- 
ciated and almost speechless. 

Capt. Peterson said the bark experienced 
bad ‘weather from Sydney and that part of 
the time a regular hurricane prevailed. When 
the vessel struck he had been on deck for two 
nights and had two men aloft on lookout. 
The bark struck in the darkness,. and five 
minutes later began to break up. Two boats 
were lowered. In the Captain’ boat were 
those enumerated above, while in the other 
boat, under command of First Mate Henry 
Muller, were Seamen Snyder, Oscar Mag- 
-nussen, J. Forgeson, and Martin. 

During the calm which followed the wreck 
strong tides bore the small boats westward 
seven days, when nearly all the provisions and 
water were exhausted. 

They reached the vessel again on the ninth 
day, when nearly dead from hunger and 
thirst. A supply of canned goods was ob- 
tained from the bark which had sunk on the 
reef and was still breaking up, and a start was 
then made for Honolulu. Off the Island of 
Maui, one of the Hawaiian group, heavy gales 
were experienced: Two days after leaving 
the vessel for the second time the first mate’s 
boat parted company with the other to take a 
more northeasterly course, and as it has not 
since been seen their fate is in doubt. The 
bark was owned by J. J, Moore & Co. of San

CAPITAL NATIONAL BANK REPORT. 


Legislative Committee Reports That Wrong 
Entries Were Made. 

Laxcots, Neb., March 6.— Special. To- 
gether with the decision of the District Court 
today that President Mosher of the insolvent 
Capital National Bank should appear and tes- 
tify concerning the transfer of much of his 
property on the eve of the collapse of that in- 
stitution several weeks ago came the report 
of the committee appointed by the Legislature 
to investigate the State’s interests in the case. 
The report declares that of the $240,000 of the 
State’s funds on deposit when the crash came 
it was apparent that little, if any, could be re- 
covered. The belief was asserted that some 
solvent parties were largely responsible for 
the loss, and by vigorous measures can be 
held liadle and possibly something 
recovered. That due diligence was not 
used by the State Treasurer in ascer- 
taining the condition of the bank while so 
large a sum in his chatge was on de- 
posit. ‘Lhe committee rechmmends in view 
of the investigation having developed alarm- 
ing looseness in the details of nearly all State 
officers, that every office in the State be sub- 
jected at once to an examination. In the 
tabulated statements submitted by the com- 
mittee, showing the manner jn which the books 
were manipulated, a deposit slip of December, 
1889, for $50,000 is placed pn the books as 
$100. A similar slip in Detember, 1890, for 
$40,000 appears on the books as $100. All the 
way through this style of bookkeeping is 
shown. What this means or who is involved 
in the crookedness the committee is unable to 
determine. The examination will be con- 
tinued.

TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF TWO SHIPS. 


Hurricanes That Nearly Send the Kensing- 
ton and Adolph Obrig to the Bottom. 
San Francrsco, Cal., March 6.—Among the 
ships which arrived today were the Kensing- 
ton, 347 days from London, and the Adolph 
Obrig, 329 days from New York. The Ken- 
sington had a bad time of it. As the vessel 
was rounding Cape Horn it was caught in a 
storm that nearly sent it to the bottom. The 
foretop mast, topgallant mast, main topgal- 
lant mast, and all the yards were carried 
away. The parallels of the main yards were 
broken aud all the sails on the fore and main 
masts were carried away. One boat was 
smashed and two others carried away. About 
110 feet of starboard bulwark was stove 
in, while another wave carried away 
the forecastle covering board and . railing 
and wrecked the deck-house. Archie Mo- 
Gregor, one of the sailors, was injured inter- 
nally through being thrown against the main- 
mast, and was gent home from Port Stanley. 
The ship made for Port Stanley, where 
it took six months to make the necessary re- 
pairs. Its run to San Francisco was unevent- 
ful. The ship Adolph Obrig had a still hard- 
er experience. In the latter part of July it 
was caught in a hurricane, and Second Mate 
R. Gleason and two sailors, Edward and John- 
son. were washed away by the first wave that 
broke on board. Nearly all the sails were 
blown away and the cargo sent adrift. The 
rudder head was sprung and made it al- 
most impossible to handle the ship. Mount- 
ainous waves continued to break on board and 
stove in the deck-house and smashed a couple 
ot boats When the gale subsided the ship 
was headed for Port Stanley, where it ar- 
rived Aug. 9. There the crew deserted, and 
a new crew had to be brought from Val- 
paraiso before the vessel could proceed.

Their Session of Factional Fights Comes 
to a Close—Majority Report of the Pris- 
on Investigation Committee Adopted—

The regular session of the Indiana Legisla- 

ture closed today. A communication was re- 

ceived by the Senate from Gov. Matthews 


asking that House bill No, 451, known as the 


sleeping car bill, amd House bill No, 449, 
known as the general tax bill, be passed 
without delay, The Governor offered to waive 
all constitutional privil to secure the 
passage of the bills. The sleeping car bill, 
which was passed with an amendment by Mr. 
McGee striking out the authority of 
the Attorney-General to bring suit against 
recalcitrant corporations, requires tele- 
graph, telephone, palace car, sleep- 
ing car, drawing-room car, dining 
car, express, and fast freight companies to 
deliver to the Auditor of State a statement, 
verified by the oath of the officer or agent 
making the statement, showing the total capi- 
tal stock, the number of shares, their par 
value, the market value, the principal place of 
business, the real estate, structures, machin- 
ery. etc., the specific 7, geod owned in the 
State, the amount of all mortgages, the total 
length of telegraph and telephone lines in 
each of the o unties and townships of 
the State. That done, thera is to 
placed on the tax duplicate such 
valuation as the proportion of such 
property in the State bears to the total 
valuation. The amendment squelching the 
Attorney-General was in return for the 
‘fact, as Mr. Wishart put it, that the Senate 
had denied any knowledge of the Attorney-

The legislative Committee of Investigation 
of the Southern Prison made its report today. 
The majority report, by the Democratic mem- 
bers, sustains Warden Patten ana the prison 
management, and accuses the minority of 
couducting a persecution. The following ex- 
cerpts give the tenor of the majority report: 

Your committee feel that they have made a care- 
ful and searching investigatzon of the real con- 
dition and management of the prison. They 
heard the evidence of over eighty sworn wit- 
nesses, in addition to much record testimony, re- 
quiring eleven days’ time to hear the same. 

our committee find that from the year 1822 up 
to the year 1887, the prison had never been self 
sustaining, and at times had been a great burden 
on the State: at the time the present warden 
assumed control the prison was largely in debt. 
many of the convicts were idle, contracts were 
expiring, the buiidings, shops, 82 and cell 
houses were in bad condition, the discipline of 


the prison was bad. Yet, after the first eight 


months and up tothe present time, said prison 
has not only been self sustaining, but has yielded 
a revenac to the State. 

Your committee find that the treatment of the 
prisoners is not more severe than proper dis- 
cipline requires. Corporal punishment is never 
used only in extreme cases, where moral suasion 
and repeated reprimand have failed to have an 
effect. Your committee find that at no time has 
any convict been suspended by either the wrists 
or thumbs, and the exaggerated newspaper re- 
ports on this subject do the prison and State an 
injustice. 

The minority report by .Messrs. Loveland 
and Lindemuth declares that out of $300 ap- 

ropriated for attendance ata prison congress 
E40 is not accounted for; that the Warden is 
drawing egal interest on $2,800 trust 
funds; and the money received from 
ison slops has been rly and care- 

ment is also 
considered. The report deciares that no 
physician is present and no examination 
of the physical condition of the cunvict is 
made by the prison physician either before or 
after punishinent. ‘The heavy strokes of the 
sharp buggy whip and the thongs of the cat 
and the strap upon the stretched and sensitive 
skin of tue prostrate convict often cut the 
skin until the blood onges out of the wounds. 
This mode of punishment, too, has been in- 
flicted by the Warden for great and small of- 
fenses without apparent discrimination. The 
convict is subject to this barbarous punish- 
ment alike for the mere failure to full) com- 
plete his daily task as well as for an atcempt 
at murder, for using insulting language as for 
mutiny or riot, 


INDIANA LEGISLATURE CONDEMNED. 


Many Democratic Members Read Out of 
the Party—Session of Inactivity. 

InpranaPouts, Ind., March 6.—| Special. ]— 
Newspaper in Indiana with almget one voice 
havedenot ithe present General Assembly. 
The Indiana, is Sentinel, Democratic State 
organ, has nov only declared the present body 
of lawmakers a disgrace to the State, but 
within the last fortnight it has read out of the 
party the majority of the Democratic mem- 
bers. The Legislature is being condemned 
not so much for what it has done 
as for what it failed todo. The matter 
of State appropriations was not disposed of 
until midnight. The Worid's Fair appropria- 


‘tion was cut from $135,900 to $50,000, and the 


demand for $50,000 by all parties to heip en- 
tertain the G. A. R. encampment in Septem- 
ber was thrown out bodily. In fact aayth 
which could be construe@ as a favor to the old 
soldiers was smothered. The many laws 
sought by friends of organized labor and 
Wwhien passed the first reading early in the ses- 
sion were left in the pigeon holes of the differ- 
ent committees. A bill to compel the Indian- 
apolis Street Car company to pave the streets 
whereon tracks were laid was smothered and 
it was charged that money was employed to 
kill it. The prison labor pill, m the interest 
of free labor, went the same way, as did the 
bill to wipe out the Roby race track. 
The only labor bill.of any importance to pass 
was the Dury bill, providing a penalty for the 
discharge of union men on account of their 
membership in the unions. Two of the most 
conspicuous bills passed bear the name of 
Senator McHugh of Tippecanoe. These are 
one continuing in office the officers of incor- 
porated cities for terms varying in length 
from twelve to twenty-four months, and one 
denominated a bill to steal the Monon rail- 
road, which gives those holding a majority 
of the stock authority to exchange com- 
mon for preferred stock, resulting in the 
rabbing off of the dividends by a 
avored few, and the freezing out of a small 
army of small stockholders in Indiana, who 
were persuaded to take stock in order to have 
the road constructed. The bill that precipi- 
tated the most prolonged fight of the session 
was that restoring the appointing power to the 
Governor. This caused the rupture in tha 
ranks of the Democratic majority and result- 
ed in the names of thirty-three Democrats 
oing on the black list in the office of the In- 
. Sentinel. During the session the 
Supreme Court, wholly Democratic, gave 
its decision on the gerrymander case, decid- 
ing that the legislative apportionments since 
1879 had been invalid and unconstitutional. 
This necessitated a new apportionment on the 
basis of a unit of representation. A bill in 
accordance with that was prepared, but as it 
would have wiped out the districts of a, num- 
ber of Democrats it was violently assailed and 
a substitute on the same unfair lines as the 
old apportionment was reported and rail- 
roaded through by means of the gag law. 
Foreign or national building and loan asso. 
ciations are shut out of the State by the Gifford 
building and loan bill. Several bills opening 
the doors of the State to the organization cf 
trusts in Indiana have passed, and Indiana, 


in consequence, threatens to become as notori- 


ous in this respect as has New Jersey.

TO ABOLISH GOLD MORTGAGES, 


Bill Introduced in Minnesota Frohibiting 
a Preference of Metals. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., March 6,—[Special. ]—In 
the Senate today a bill was introduced to pro- 
hibit the preference of one precious metal 
over another in the making of contracts, the 
intention being to abolish gold mortgages. 
Bills were also introduced to amend the 
Constitution so as to strike out the amend- 
ment adopted at the last election forbidding 
all special legislation, municipal or otherwise; 
favoring the sixteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States; forbiading the 
appropriation: of money for the support of 
sectarian institutions. 

Bills passed the House providing that rail- 
road companies shall accept tickets on their 
lines in either direction between the two points 
named on the ticket, and creating a labor 
bureau. 

The Senate in Committee of the Whole to- 
day recommended the following bills to pass:

Kansas Forbids Gold Contracts. 


Topeka, Kas., March 6.—[{Special.|}—Both 
Houses of the Legislature adopted a resolution 
today agreeing upon Thursday at midnight as the 
time for final adjournment. It is now practically 
settled that there will be no legislation enacted 
aside from the appropriation bills. The Senate 
tonight substituted the lowa maximum freight 
rate for the Greenlee railroad bill passed by the 
House Saturday. The Greenlee bill placed the 
making of rates in the hands of the Railroad 
Commussioners, while the Senate bill fixes the 
schedule which reduces existing rates about 3 
pee cent.

FOR GOVERNOR OF IOWA, 


Maj. Conger Put Forward as a Republican 
Candidate— Boies on Silver. 

Des Mornes, Ia, March 6,—[Special.]— 
There is at ail times much interest taken in 
Iowa political circles in the ever recurring 
question, whom will the Republicans nominate 
for Governor this year? There are a number 
of candidates iu the field. One of the most 
prominent of these, Maj. Conger, has recent- 
ly been liberally brought forward by his 
friends and supporters, Mr, Conger is at the 
present time in Brazil, where he. is United 
States Minister. A few days ago State Au- 
ditor McCarthy received from him a letter 
which virtually puts him. in the field for the 
nomination. The letter was written in Jan- 
uary. In this he said: 

I am indeed grateful to you for your suggestions 
as to the Governorship. But I neither desire to 
be a candidate nor have any ambition to be Gov- 
ernor, Some of my enthusiastic friends have 
written me that I wo be nominated any way 
and that I would have to accept. Of course if 
sach an impossible thing should happen I owe 
the party and my friends too much to say no. But 
nominations do not come about in this way. 80 
it is not worrying me much. There should not be 
a tight over the nomination. I am for the man 
who can poll the most votes. 

This letter has inspired the Conger men 
and many of his friends here in Des Moines 
assert that when the convention meets he will 
be nominated by acclamation. 

„We realize,” said a prominent Democrat 
yesterday., that our party has in the coinage 
question a leading question this year.” Gov. 
Boies and his advisers seem to agree with this 
statement. It is now practically settled that 
the Governor will be a candidate for renom- 
ination this year, that bem@ considered the 
safest way for the party. But the free coinage 
Democrats, who two years ago and three 
years ago were strong enough to force a free 
coinage plank in the platform, do not think 
that Gov.

MOVE TO ABOLISH ALL JUSTICE COURTS. 


Committees from Chicago to Go to Spring- 
field to Urge the Measure. 

Committees from che Bar Associahon and 
the Bureau of Justice will go to Springfield 
this evening to urge the passage of the joint 
resolution providing for submission to the peo- 
ple of an amendment to the constitution todo 
away with justice courts and to establish in 
their stead district courts im all cities and 
towns of over 50,000 inhabitants. The pro- 
pused amendment also does away with the 
present force of constables and provides for 
the appointment of a chief constable with 
power to select such deputies as he may re- 
quire. At present there are over 100 Justices 
in this county, and about 200 constables, many 
of whom, according to the Bureau of Justice, 
are little than leeches, and fasten them- 
selves on 
bled. 

The amendment restricts the jurisdiction of 
the contemplated district courts in this coun- 
ty to the City of Chicago, and provides that no 
summons, attachment, replevin, or other 
process, except in criminal cases, issued by 
any Justice of the Peace or Police Magistrate 
shall run within the jurisdiction of any such 
district court. This would prevent the carry- 
ing of cases for hearing to extreme points of the 
county, so as to annoy and saddle onerous ex- 
penses on one of the litigants. . 

From the Bureau of Justice Joseph W. 
Errant, President J. C. Sterling, and M. 
Mangasarian will go to Springfield, While 
there they will also probably assist the com- 
mittee of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union in urging the passage of the bill to 
amend Sec. 237 of the act of 1874 revising the 
law in relation to crime—thaf is, to raise the 
age of consent from 14 to 18 years. The 
woman’s committee in Springfield is headed 
by Mrs. Mary Metzgar of Moline, and they 
are also working for the passage of two other 
laws—one to prohibit the sale and manu- 
facture of cigarettes in this State and the 
other for municipal suffrage for women.

Frederick W. Gookin Talks to the Folk 
Lore Society of Them. 

An interesting paper on Some Sinico- 
Japanese Myths was read by Frederick W.

The paper gave an excellent description of the 
origin, manners and customs, and religions 
of the Japanese people. The legends and 
myths pertaining to their many gods were 
told in entertaining style, and the gods with 
their distorted bodies and evil faces were 
illustrated by particularly good Japanese 
pdintings.

CHOKE OFF THE OFFICESEEKERS. 

President Cleveland said in his inaugural 
address: 

One modeof the misappropriation of public 
funds is avoided when appointments to office, in- 
stead of being thé rewards of partisan activity, 
are awarded to those whose efficiency promises a 
fair return of work for the compensation paid to 
them, 

These are the President’s principles. He 
means to be governed by them himself and he 
desires that all his subordinates who exercise 
the appointive power shall be guided by them. 
The force of what he had to say about civil 
service reform in 1885 was weakened by the 
swift romovals and partisan appointments 
made in the Postoffice and other departments. 
Mr. Cleveland thinks that enough was done 
for the mere workers eight years ago and 
he is not anxious to give them another chance. 

The President’s Cabinet officers were con- 
firmed by the Senate yesterday and can go to 
work today. The first thing that each of them 
should do is to hang up conspicuously in his 
office the President’s declaration that the 
The city is 
full of officeseekers, the claims of nearly 
every one of whom are based on “ partisan 
activity and nothing else. The heads of de- 
partments should tell all applicants to go 
home and send in their applications showing 
not wha they have done for the party but their 
fitness to fll the places they ask. And the 
Secretaries should tell their subordinates to 
speak in the same way to all who apply to 
them for office. 

The President and his Secretaries bave a 
great many important matters to occupy 
them—Hawaii, the silver question, etc. If 
they throw open .their doors to the office- 
hunters they will not have a minute left in 
which to attend to affairs of state, and some- 
thing will be sure to go wrong. Tho Presi- 
dent has given orders that the Democratic 
partisan spoilsmen shall take a beck seat, and 
those orders must be executed evenif the 
Democratic “ workers do not relish it. 


THE SHORT SESSION NECESSARILY UN- 
PROFITABLE. 

Very little was done during the second ses- 
sion of the Fifty-second Congress beyond the 
passage of the necessary appropriation bills. 
About the only measures of general interest 
which got through were the car-coupler bill, 
the one remedying certain defects in the inter- 
State commerce law, and the one continuing 
block tim on the free list after July of this 
year. 

It would not be just to thrqw all the re- 
sponsibility for this scantiness of legislation 
on the Congressmen themselves. The. fact 
that they do not have time to accomplish 
much should be recognized! As Congress 
never does anything during Depem ber, broken 
into as it is by the Christmas holidays, the 
short session practically begins on the 3rd or 
4th of January and ends on the 4th of 
March. That gives but eight short weeks, a 
portion ot which must be spent on the im- 
portant appropriation bills. 

As the population, the interests of the 
country, and the subjects concerning which 
Congress has to act grow in numbers and im- 
portance, the legislative constriction becomes 
more severe. Nothing but the sheer lack of 
time in which to aet prevented the ratifica- 
tion of the Hawaiian treaty, the adoption of 
the Sherman bond amendment, and the exten- 
sion of the free delivery system to small 
towns. Unless there is a change the time 
soon will come when it will be impossible to 
do anything at the short session except to 
pass the appropriatidn bills: a little later 
there will not be time for that. Then it will 
become absolutely necessary to call the new 
Congress together as soon as possible after 
March 4 in order that it may attend to the un- 
finished business of its predecessor. 

This would have its defects, because a new 
Speaker would have to be elected and a new set 
of committees appointed. Whatever the pre- 
ceding Congress had left half done would have 
to be begur anew. The result would beadead 
loss of from six weeks to two months, depend- 
ing somewhat on the political complexion of 
the House and the larger or smaller number of 
old members. The new Congress could hardly 
get through its necessary work by August and 
would have to reconvene. four months later. 

If the Crain constitutional amendment 
changing the date of the meetmg of a new 
Congress had been adopted last December or 
January and submitted to the States there is 
no doubt it would have been ratified almost 
at once without the least difficulty and the 
present unfortunate condition of affairs would 
be at an end. Had that proposition been 
adopted a new Congress would meet during 
the first week of the January followmg the 
election and the inauguration of a new Presi- 
dent could take place on the 30th of April, 
when there is always beautiful weather. 

This Crain amendment was introduced early 
in the first session of the Fifty-second Con- 
gtess, so that there was abundant time to dis- 
cuss and act on it in 1892, but the House, un- 
fortunately, had a large number of obstinate, 
pig-headed Bourbon members who imagined 
that the men who set the government going a 
hundred years ago were so wise that what- 
ever they fixed must stand, even if the condi- 
tions had altered radically in the meantime. 
There was not one of them who could give a 
sensible reason for his opposition when he 
ventured Yo attempt to give what he called a 
reason. There were enough of these obstrac- 
tionists to prevent the people of the different 
States being given a chance to say whether 
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— ey from all parts of the Union. 
Tun Tarom hopes that the Fifty-third

dv. Borns ON SILVER. 
Gov. Boies of Iowa has written a letter on 
the silver question. It is important, not only 


ps definmg his individual position, but as 
speaking for the party to which the writer be- 


longs, being a reply to a communication re- 
garding the attitude of the Democratic party 
in regard to silver. Also it is important as 
showing that Gov. Boies finds it advisable to 
look at the question in a light widely different 
to that in which he has been supposed to view 
it. Whether or not the statement be a back- 
ing down from ground previously occupied is 
of little consequence by the side of the fact 
that the letter takes a common sense view of 
financial conditions, which entitles it to a 
careful reading by Republicans as well as 
Democrats. 

Practically the Governor admits that the 
free coinage of silver on the ratio of 16 to 1 
would result in silver monometallism by driv- 
ing out all the gold as effectually as both gold 
and silver were driven out during the war and 
for several years after its close. Much of that 
time it took more than $2 of the greenback 
currency to purchase $1 of gold or silver, which 
possessed no greater debt-paying power than 
the currency for which the coin was ex- 
changed, and the cheaper money drove 
more valuable. as completely out of sight o 
the general public as it would have been if 
buried at the bottom of the sea. There are 
stronger objections to a single silver standard 
as a measure of value in the United States 
than to a single gold standard, and if the 
friends of free coinage of silver ever succeed 


in restoring it to its old-time prestige in the 


currency of the country they must see to it 
that the money coined from this metal occu- 
pies its old-time relation to gold—that is, that 
a dollar of one, in the estimation of the Amer- 
ican people at least, is of equal intrinsic value 
with the other.“ He believes the masses of 
the people are in favor of honest money, that 
is, of money every dollar of which is equal 
value with every other dollar,“ and if in order 
to secure this it becomes necessary to change 
the ratio on which the two metals have hereto- 
fore been coined the people should cheerfully 
assent to suck change. 

Gov. Boies is wrong in stating that the pres- 
ent commercial ratio of gold to silver is 
about 21 tol. But he is right in saying 
that the present commercial ratio is not neces- 
sarily the one which would prevail in case a 
new parity were agreed upon. He refers to 
the present disparity as partly due to the de- 
monetization of silver by so many of the com- 
mercial nations of the world. But he does 
not fail to see another cause in the largely in- 
creased production of silver as compared with 
the production of gold since twenty years ago, 
though in noting this he does not take account 
of the actual cheapening in the cost of pro- 
ducing the white metal. Hesays: “In 1873 
we produced in the United States gold bullion 
equivalent to $36,000,000, and silver bullion 
equivalent to $35,750,000 if coined at the old 
ratio. In 1891 we produced of gold bullion 
$33,175,000, and of silver if coined at the old 
ratio $75,416,565. In 1873 a dollar in gold 
would purchase 370 grains of silver. In 1889 
it would buy 513 grains of the pure metal. 

Gov. Boies does not believe the remonetiza- 
tion of silver would bridge over this great 
gulf, but thinks it would do much to lessen 
the disparity. And he says there is no reason 
why we should decline to change the ratio on 
which the two metals are to be coined. Our 
own financial legislation furnishes ample 
precedent for this. Our first ratio was fixed 
at 15.25. In 1792 this was changed to15. In 
1834 it was changed to 16, and in 1837 to 15.98. 
If the objection be raised that an increase in 
the weight of the silver dollar will make it 
too heavy for practical use as a circulatmg 
medium, the difficulty can be overcome easily 
by issuing silver certificates for the coined 
dollars, which could be deposited in the Treas- 
ury and there kept until required for the re- 
demption of the certificates so issued. And he 
pronounces it a mistake to assume that no 
advantage would come from the remonetiza- 
tion of silver on a ratio even as widely variant 
as the present market value of the two metals 
as bullion. If all we produce at the present 
time were coined into legal tender, even at 
the market rate of value for the two metals, 
“we would coin each year three times as 


many dollars of legal tender metallic currency 


as we can from our gold alone, 

In the main this is sound, sensible, practi- 
caltalk. Audit may be regarded as signifi- 
cant of a change coming over the spirit of the 
Democratic dream on the silver question. 
Horace Boies may be considered an exponent 
of Democratic sentiment in Iowa. He is its 
Governor for the second time and is widely 
looked upon as the commg candidate of his 
party in that State for Senatorial honors. 
Searcely would he dare to take such a pro- 
nounced attitude if he did not deem it prob- 
able he is speaking the changed or changing 
sentiments of his constituency in regard to 
silver. Hence his utterance may be described 
as Light from Iowa,” showing the Demo- 
crats of that great State are no longer sitting 
in the darkness of utter ignorance in respect 
to the value of money. 


THE FADDIST SCHOOL AGENTS, 

Drawing in the public schools cost the tax- 
payers $31,906 last year. This year the Board 
of Education asks the City Council to appro- 
priate $35,000 for that fad. Why this increase? 
What 1s the necessity for it? According to 
the schedule of salaries agreed upon by the 
Committee on School Management it is pro- 
posed to add $300 to the salary of the Super- 
visor of drawing, and $100 apiece to the sal- 
aries of four of the “Supervisor’s”’ assist- 
ants, But this accounts for only $700 of the 
$3,094 of increase, Is it intended that the 
other $2,394 shall be given to the Prang com- 
pany, which furnishes the “drawing sup- 
plies”? The School Board seems to be es- 
pecially solicitous concerning the Prang con- 
cern. Of the $31,906 appropriated for draw- 
ing last year only $14,297 went for saiaries. 
The other $17,608 was spent for “ supplies.” 
It is intended to spend $20,000 for that pur- 
pose this year. 

What is the secget of the Prang firm’s in- 
fluence over the Board of Edueation? It has 


been charged that the publications of that | 


company have been compiled, edited, or 
otherwise prepared by one or mord of the 
school officers. If that is true the school of- 
ficer or officers are acting in violation of the 
| law and ot the rules of the Board of Educa- 
tion. But such violations are not uncommon. 

It has been also charged that some of the 
German teachers areAnterested in the Ger- 
man text-books used in the schools. That 
may account for the zeal of those teachers in 
their efforts to force German into the 
primary grades and keep it there. Those 
teachers also appear to have influenced the 
Board of Education in askimg for much more 


It is not to be expected that a new Presi- 
dent should set forth in an inaugural ad- 
dress, delivered in the teeth of a bitter March 
wind, both the policies which he favors and 
the details as to the manner in which he in- 
tends to carry them out. All that the people 
can ask for in the short speech delivered for 
their benefit isavery general statement of 
the principies which will guide him in dealmg 
with the leading questions of the day. There- 
fore no one should find fault with President 
Cleveland for not saying what his tariff free 
list will be and what are the duties he means to 
impose on dutiable articles. Probably he 
does not know yet, 

The words in which he outlines generally 
his tariff policy are that “the verdict of our 
voters condemned the injustice of maintain- 
ing protection for protection’s sake,” that 
there must be a “refusal of bounties and sub- 
sidies,’’ and that the necessity for revenue to 
support the government furnishes the only 
justification for taxing the people.” Pro- 
tection for protection’s sake means the im- 
position of duties so high that foreign com- 
petition cannot exist. Such duties produce 
little or no revenue, but do furnish an oppor- 
tunity to American manufacturers to com- 
bine and charge excessive prices. That pro- 
hibitory protection is the creed of a few ex- 
tremists only. The Republican doctrine is 
protection with revenue and competition. 
The Democratic doetrine, as laid down 
in the Chicago platform, is that duties can 
be imposed. for revenue only, and that 
when a duty gives protection as well 
as revenue then it becomes un titutiona 
Af the voters who supported Mr, Cleveland 
were influenced to do so by the pledges of the 
Democratic platform, then they cast their 
votes against protection in any shape or form, 
direct or indirect. Mr. Cleveland assumes, 
however, that they voted only to do away with 
protection for the sake of protection, and 
the duties of that kind, or those which he 
looks on as such, are the only ones which he 
says must be repealed. .As he does not prom- 
ise to wipe out revenue-producing duties 
which give incidental protection, the assump- 
tion is that he has no wish to do so. From 
what is said and from what is left unsaid the 
presumption to be drawn is that he favors 
duties which will furnish the largest amount 
of revenue combined with the smallest 


‘amount of incidental protection to American 


manufacturers and producers. This may be 
“the more just and equitable system of 
Federal taxation whith he means to intro- 
duce if his party will stana by him—if one 
faction will allow him to reduce the present 
duties at all, and if another faction does not 
thwart him by insisting on their utter re- 
moval, 

When he speaks of a “ refusal of bounties” 
he means, evidently, that those paid to the 
sugar planters of Louisiana must go. It does 
not follow, however, that he will not recom- 
mend the impositiot 6, a small duty on raw 
sugar, the effect of which would be to give to 
the planters some measure of protection. This 
is one of the details which he does not touch 
on, because he may not have made up his 
mind. His determination that the bounties 
must be aboiished will mest with general ap- 
proval except in Louisiana and Texas. 

In the course of time President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle will set to work to draft 
a tariff to submit o Congress when it meets 
in the fall. Certainly it will not be such a 
one as the free traders of the party would get 
up, nor will it be one which will accord with 
the doctrine of the platform of his party. As 
the President went back to Robert J. Walker’s 
report for tne ideas of his tariff message of 
1887 he will probably borrow from that same 
Democratic source the outlines of a tariff law. 
That will be much easier than to get enough 
Democratic votes to put it through Congress. 


SOME CANDIDATES FOR ALDERMEN. 

Thus far the Democrats have made eleven 
nominations for Aldermen: in the city wards. 
The character of these nominations does not 
promise an improvement of the Council. The 
nominees are: 

First Ward—John R. Morris, saloonkeeper and 
present Alderman, 

Fifth Ward—Patrick J. Wall. present Alderman; 
no occupation ; professional Alderman. 

Sixth Ward—William J. O’Brien; runs two sa- 
loons, one in the First and one in the Sixth Ward; 


present Alderman. 
Tenth Ward—John F. Dorman, butcher ; present 


Alderman. 

Fifteenth Ward—Michael Ryan, plumber; er- 
Alderman several times. 

Sixteenth Ward—Stauley Kunz; no occupation ; 
present Alderman ; professional Pole. 

Seventeenth Ward—Stephen M. Gosselin ; no oc- 
cupation; present Aiderman; professional poli- 
tioian. 

Eighteenth Ward— John J. Brennan, saloon- 
keeper; present Alderman. 

Twenty-third Ward—William J. Kelly, ex- prise 
Achter; saloonkeeper. 

Twenty-fourth Ward—Peter J. Biegler, contrac- 
tor; present Alderman. 

Twenty-eighth Ward—Frank McCarthy, coal 
dealer; present Alderman. 

With the exception of Messrs. Dorman, 
Biegier, Ryan, and McCarthy, it will be noted 
that the nominees are either groggerykeepers 
or men who have no visible means of support 
except the business of professional Aldermen. 
One-third of the nominations have been made 
already. The other two-thirds will not differ 
much in character from those already made, 
In all the wards where the Democrats have a 
chance to elect, the most active candidates, 
and those most likely to succeed in securing 
the nominations, are of the same variety— 
groggerykeepers and professional politicians. 
Thus in that banner Democratic ward, 
the Nineteenth, the contest for the nom- 
ination is between two ginmillkeepers. The 
same is true ia reference to the Democratic 
Eighth Ward. Mr. Harrison will have for his 
running mates in those districts either a sa- 
loonkeeper or a professional politician, and 
he does not seem to be making any effort to 
prevent it. He stands before the people 
pledged to give them an honest and econom- 
ical administration, What reason is there to 
believe that he can give an honest and eco- 
nomical administration if he is handicapped 
by a Council of professional bummers? He 
proved in the nominating. convention last 
Tuesday that he can control the vicious ele- 
ments of his party if he will but try to do so. 
Will he have the courage to attempt it in ref- 
erence to those Aldermanic candidates? 

It does not seem that there is much to be 
expected from the independent Aldermanic 
movements, which are said to have their in- 
spiration in the distinctively Harrisonian ele- 
ment. Thus in the Fifth Ward the independ. 
ent Democrat urged by the Harrison follow. 
ing is a cheap groggerykeever, no better than 


) his competitor. In the Tenth Ward a grog. 


‘Harrison does not appear to be of a reform 


kund. But what are the Republicans and the 


independent citizens not allied to either party 


to meet the occasion by presenting to the 
voters capable, acceptable, and honest men 
whose nomination will be a guarantee of good 
government for Caicago? They have the op- 
portunity if they will but utilize it 


providing that where an action prosecuted or a 
defense set up is frivolous the Judge may 
award the successful party a reasonable sum 
as lawyer’s fees, and giving the same power to 
the Judge in case any demurrer, plea, or mo- 
tion made in any case before him is frivolous 
and designed merely to delay proceedings. 
This bill has been amended by the Judiciary 
committee so as to limit to $25 the sum which 
may be awarded where the action or defense 
1s frivolous, and to $5 the sum allowed in the 
case of improper dilatory motions. 

These amendments were made to meet the 
views of the country menbers, who do not 
suffer much from evils which are most keenly 
felt in this city, and who geem to think that 
$25 is alla lawyer is entitled to for his serv- 
ices.

As it would be foolish to antagonize the 
country. members, who are naturally influ- 
enced by the state of affairs in their own dis- 
tricts and know nothing of that which ob- 
tains in the city, the best thing the friends of 
the bill can do w to accept these changes 
cheerfully and work heartily for the bill as 
amended, It is nofall that could be desired, 
but it is a great deal better than nothing. If 
passed, the man who thinks of beginning a 
vexatious suit will reflect that he will not only 
have to pay $6 in the form of fees at the be- 


and that will check his eagerness to go to law. 
The man who at present would rather have his 
creditor sue him than pay what he owes, be- 
cause the court fees are only a dollar and a 
half and the suit means a long delay, will not 
feel thus if he knows that at the end of the 
trial he will have to pay $25 extra. 

After the principle of making wrongful 
litigants compensate their adversaries has 
been introduced ahd has shown its good ef- 
fects it will not take long to secure changes 
which will benefit Cook County without injur- 
ing any other part of the State. 


INTEREST ON CITY FUNDS. 

Mr. Harris n has announced his acceptance 
of the platform of the Democratic City con- 
vention, which, as he says, was written by 
himself, and which declares in effect that the 
interest on the public funds should belong to 
the people for the people’s use. All this is set 
forth in the platform and is stated in plainer 
language in an interview with the Democratic 
nominee published in Taz Tano. This 
platform ought also to be binding on Mr. 
Michael J. Branstield, the candidate for City 
Treasurer. 

But experience proves that. Democratic 
Treasurers—city, State, and county—are not 
to be trusted in the matter of giving effect to 
platform declarations. Mr. Ed Wilson prom- 
ised the people of Illinois in 1890 that the in- 
terest on the State funds was to be turned 
over by him for public use. He deliberately 
violated that pledge. Peter Kiolbassa when a 
candidate for City Treasurer two years ago 
pledged himself to pay over the interest on 
the city funds for the people’s use. He has 
not done so. He has violated his pledge. He 
has put the interest on the public meney into 
his private purse. Democratic candidates 
under the circumstances are not to be trusted. 

There is a way to meet the difficulty, how- 
ever. “he Finance committee of the City 
Council, composed mostly of Democrats, can 
get the Corporation Counsel to frame an or- 
dinance, under the provision of the chdrter 
bearing on the subject, which shall provide 
that the interest on the public funds shall be 
paid over each month for municipal purposes. 
There is such an ordinance already printed in 
the Council proceedings. It is known as the 
Dixon ordinance. Why cannot it be revived 
and passed at this time so that the candidates 
for City Treasurer shall fully underst aud the 
terms on which they are to hold the office? If 
the matter is allowed to drift it will depend 
on the word of the man who is to be elected 
whether he shall pocket the interest or give it 
to the people. It has been shown that the 
promises of Democrats cannot be relied on in 
reference to the matter. 

The present Democratic candidate for City 
Treasurer is an assistant m the office of 
Kiolbassa, the present pledge-breaking Treas- 
urer.

HAMID, SULTAN OF ZANZIBAR. 


Kalid, son of the Late Sultan Alibin Said, 
Ousted by the British. . 

Zuma, March 6.—Alibin Said, Sultan of 
Zanzibar, is dead. He was brother of the 
former Sultans, Khalifa and Burghash, and 
succeeded to the Sultanate on the death of the 
former in February, 1890. No sooner was it 
known that the Sultan was dead than 
his son Kalid gained admittance to the 
pulace by a back entrance, evidentiy with the 
intention of claiming the throne in defiance 
of British authority. Kalid caused the portals 
of the palace to be barred, and made prepa- 
i to defend himself in the structure. 


rations 
Gen. Matthews took a prompt and vigor- 


ous course. Proceeding to the palace with 
a strong force of troops he demanded 
that the gates be opened, or otherwise the 
palace would be carried by storm, if neces- 
sary. Kalid was dismayed by the resolute at- 
titude of the British, who were supported by 
the native authorities generally. Many of the 
natives sympathized with Kalid on account of 
British opposition to the slave trade and for 
other reasons, but they did not dare to come 
out openly in defiance of the British. Kalid 
and those who had acted with him. concluded 
to yield and the doors of the palace were thrown 
open and the troops admitted. Kalid was 
then removed from the palace under a guard 
of soldiers, and Hamid, who had been the des- 
ignated heir to the throne and recognized as 
such by the British, was proclaimed by the 
British authorities as Sultan or Seyyid and at 
ence installed in authority under the British 
protecturate. The natives are reported to be 
thoroughly overawed by the energetic action 
of the British and Hamid is quietly accepted 
as sovereign. 
Hamid Blen Thwain is the son of a deceased 
brother of the late Sultan and was heir to the 
throne 3 to Mohammedan law, as 
recognized in Zanzibar, and the effort of 
Kalid to seize the throne was, therefore, an 
attempt at usurpation. Gen. Matthews re- 
mains President of the Council under Hamid, 
being the same place which he held under the

BOLD HELEN POTTS MORPHINE, 


Asbury Park Druggist Makes Affidavit in 
the Carlyle W. Harris Case. 


New Lonx, March 6.—[Special. |—Lawyer 
William F. Howe, counsel for Carlyle W. Har- 
ris, today handed to Recorder Sinyth two new 
affidavits bearing upon the pfobability of 
Helen Potts having killed herself with mor- 
phine. The first was the deposition of Dr. 
Hugh S. Kinmonth of Asbury Park. He says 
that Helen Potts entered his drug store at 
Asbury Park early in the summer of 1890 to 
buy morphine bills. Dr. Kinmonth swears 


that he gave Heleu a dose of pills, and was 
weesing her to be careful. with them when she 
said: 

„My mother has taken them. She knows 
how to use them. 

Mr. Howe also filed an affidavit of his own 
wherein he shows that Druggist J. H. Van 
Mater of Asbury Park recei in one con- 
signment June 25, 1890, from William Steiger 
& Co. of No. 20 College place, New York, half 
an ounce of morphine and twenty-five grains 
of morphiue in pills, besides almost a pound 
of opium iu various forms. This information 
and the accompanying invoice of the shi 
ment he got from Mra. V. W. Fick, 
Druggist Van Mater’s sister. This is to an- 
awer the statement of Van Mater, who denied 
that he had ever kept as much as sixty grains 
of morphine in his shop at one time. His 
clerk, Lefferta, has sworn that he sold Helen 
Potts sixty grains of morphine at one time in 
the summer of 1890. 

On the other hand the District. Attorney 
handed up a batch of affidavits calculated to 
demonstrate the untruthfulness of some of 
the witnesses on Harris’ side. Katharine 
Sandray and William Pons, her husband, 
swear that they knew Mrs. Mary Frenette, 
who swore that Helen Potts had dosed her 
daughter with morphine, and that they would 
not believe her under oath. Charles E. Cook, 
a law student, also made affidavit that Drug 
Clerk Lefferts of Asbury Park told him that 
he thought he had sold morphine to Helen 
Potts, but for $500 he would swear positively 
that he had done so.

Then ident Palmer of the Exposition 
supplemented the remarks of the previous 
speaker with an assurance that every arrange- 
ment suggested by the President for his tri 
to Chicago, if he decided to make in, woul 
be curefülly looked after; and if he found it 
impossible to stay any length of time his 
train should be in waiting the evening of the 
same day, if the Presideat thought such a 
step necessary. 

Considers It a Duty. 

Holding the portfolio under his arm the 
President addressed himself to the members 
of the delegation, stating that while he de 
sired to be in Chicago on the occasion of the 
opening of the Exposition, still he knew they 
would appreciate the labor which would be 
entailed upon him about that time. He want- 
ed it distinctly understood that if he came to 
Chicago in May that it would be merely to 
perform a duty and not for a frolic orto 
waste any more time than was absolutely nec- 
essary. 

“Have you arranged any program?” he 
asked, addressing President Palmer. 

„We have, sir, was the reply, and here it 
is. Mr. Palmer then read the order of exer- 
cises, which consisted of a prayer, one or two 
musical selections, and an address by the 
President of the United States. Lou see, 
Mr. President, he continued, tbe com mit- 
tee have pretty well agreed that you must be 
with them on this occasion, and have assigned 
you a prominent place on the program.“ 

“That is very considerate of the commit- 
tee, said the President, and my only fear 
is that they will provide too many tempta- 
tions of the same find. I therefure trust im- 

licitly that you will see to it that I have as 
ew temptations thrown in my way as possi- 
ble if I conclude to visit your city. ‘There 
will be a great deal of work for me in Wasb- 
ington about the time you have selected for 
me to visit you, and I must get back just as 
soon as pv esible to the White House. I would 
like, therefore, that any arrangements con- 
templated will fix the time of my departure 
from Chicago for the evening of the day of 
my arrival.’ 

Will Respect His Wishes. 

“There will be no trouble on that score, 
Mr. President,” replied Spokesman Palmer; 
„and ö if you feel that you cannot stay with us 
longer than aday I will endeavor to repre- 
sent you as far as lies in my power.“ 

Great stress was laid by the committeemen 
upon the acceptance of an invitation to Mrs. 
Cleveland similar to that accorded to her 
husband, and the President, while not maki 
a positive answer, said that Mrs. Clevel 
and himeelf would give the matter careful 
consideration, and that he would communi- 
cate with the committee in the course of two 
or three days,

Sundry Civil Bill Clauses Relating to the 
Fair—Against Sunday Opening. 


Wasurneton, D. C., March 6.—[Special.]—. 


World’s Fair representatives here seem to 
share the doubts of those at Chicago as to the 
ful) meaning of the provision in the sundry 
civil bill. They are trying to figure out that 
the conditions under which the appropriation 
is made are such as to justify opening the Fair 
Sunday on the ground that Congress, by im- 
posing hew conditions concerning the appro- 
priation for jurors’ awards, has broken the 
contract contained in the bill providing for 
the souvenir coins. Gen, Groner and others 
who have looked into the subject say that it is 
susceptible of this construction. The friends 
uf the Fair, however, will be wise if they drop 
this idea. 

From the beginning the Fair management 
has greatly underestimated the strength of 
the Sunday-elosing sentiment. To undertake 
now to haggle out of the souvenir coin condi- 
tions, so as to open Sunday, would place the 
Exposition in decidediy bad odor. Con- 
gress putin that condition because of a wide- 
5 we sentiment which was well organized. 

Exposition managers, after it is closed, 
may have to look to Congress for further leg- 
islation, and they will stand mighty poor 
chance of getting it if the Fair is kept open 
Sundays. 

Mr. Durborow bt Illinois last Friday, by 
giving time to Mr. O'Neill to make a speech 
insinuating that the Fair was going to be 

opened Sundays, lost more than enough votes 
to have secured concurrence in the Senate 
amendments.

GRANTING OF AWARDS DOUBTFUL, 


Question Arises Where the Money Will 
Come from to Pay Jurors, 

World’s Fair directors are in a quaudary as 
to whether awards should be grarted to ex- 
hibiters at the Exposition.

BORE A GOOD REPUTATION IN CHICAGO. 


Douglas, the Alleged Book Thief, Is Re- 
membered at Phelps, Dodge & Palmer's. 
Theodore Olynthus Douglas, the young man 

locked up in New York for stealing rare and 
valuable books from the Columbia College 
and Astor libraries, left Chicago about a year 
ago. While here he bore a good reputation 
and his friends speak well of him. He was 
short of money, however, and was protty hard 
pushed at the time he went away. This was 
evidenced by the fact that he bought two 
bookcases from Tobey Brothers at a special 
sale. After a time he asked that the firm take 
back the furniture, as he was going away. 
They refused to do so, and the next they heard 
of him was in a letter from Washington. He 
wrote that he could not pay for the bookcases, 
but if the firm wanted them back they could 
get the cases. The rules of special sales 
against the return of goods were broken and 
the cases were sent for. 

Douglas was unknown at the Newberry 
Library. City Librarian Hild had met him, 
but Douglas had not troubled the rare books 
of the library. At none of the old book stores 
was Douglas known. His love for ancient 
tomes had not developed when he left Chi- 
cago. 

85 E. P. Dodge, whose protégé Douglas 
was, is in California. Manager Manard, at 
Phelps, Dodge & Palmer's, remembered 
Douglas as a boy in the store, whom Mr. 
Dodge had befriended by sending to school 
and then to Yale. There was nothing par- 
ticular about him as a boy, but Mr. Dodge be- 
lieved he would do well if he had a chance, 
and gave him money for his education. He 
came in the store but seldom after leaving the 
firm’s employ, and Mr. Mauard had not seen 
him around for a long time. It is under- 
siood that Douglas counted on getting a place 
at the néw Chicago University, but was dis- 
appointed and then went East. 

New Lon. March 6.—[Speeial.— Theo- 
dorus Olinthus Douglas, tne young Greek who 
proved unworthy of the interest taken in him 
by his benefactor, George E. P. Dodge of Chi- 
crgo, was arraigned in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court today on the charge of stealing 
200 rare old books from the Astor and Colum- 
bia College Libraries. The prisoner said that 
in the absence of council he would waive ex- 
amination. . Justice Grady held him in $5,000 
bail to await the action of the grand jury. 
Douglas recently held a position on the edi- 
torial staff of one of the leading New York 
papers. He claims to have written speeches 
and pretentious essays for many prominent 
men, for which they took all the credit, Un- 
less these employers of Douglas’ talents come 
forward and help him out of his trouble it is 
hinted that he will make some interesting dis- 
closures.

The ordinance is the result of a meet- 


ing of the committee held yesterday 
afternoon.; Besides the Aldermen Gen. 
James Stockton, Gen. Smith, E. S. Dreyer, 
John Smyth, and Arthur Ryerson were 
present. The committee decided to recom- 
mend the city system but to provide that 
emergeney work might be done by contract. 
The ordinance as drafted is in substance as 
follows: 

There is hereby established a division of the 
Department of Pablic Works of the City of Chi- 
cago to be known and designated as The Bu- 
reau of Streets and Alley Cleaning,” which shall 
embrace the Superintendent of the bureau for 
cleaning streets and alleys and such other in- 
spectors apd — — as the Council may by 
ordinance prescribe and establish. Said Super- 
intendent shall have the power and it shall be 
his duty to remove from the streets, alleys, and 
public places of the city all dirt, filth, litter. gar- 
vage, etc.. and shall keep such places in a whole- 
some condition. In case of emergency or neces- 
sity the Superintendent may. in his discretion, 
advertise for proposals for doing said work in the 
official newspaper of the city. 

The new ordinance as drafted is similar to 
the one now in force. The only radical de- 
parture that was made was to strike out Secs. 
15 and 16, which provide that the ward sani- 
tary officers shall be under the direction of 
the Superintendent of the department. The 
reason this was done was t the sections

DECISIONS BY THE SUPREME COURT. 


Illegal Conviction of Striking Miners in 
the Cour d’Alene District. 

Wasarneton, D. C., March 6.—[Special. ]— 
In ap opinion delivered by Justice Blatch- 
ford for Chief Justice Fuller in the case of 
George A. Pettibone and other striking Cour 
d’Aléne miners, in Idaho, against the Puited 
States, the court decided in favor of the 
miners and directed that the indictment 
against them be quashed. These cases grow 
out of the riots at the Wardner mines. The 
court there granted injunctions restrainmg 
the strikers from interfering with the men, 
and it is alleged that Pettibone and others 
conspired to violate the laws of the United 
States. The court holds that the indictment 
under which they were convicted on this 
charge is defective in that it was not shown 
that the men had knowledge of the order of 
the court. It is therefore directed that the 
men be discharged.
